Opponents-insist that this will 


mean a loss lo Hie Treasury of 
the approximate $7,600,000,000 
which would have been collected 
on 1942 incomes. It is true that 
some day this sum will be lost. 
Mr. Carlson contends that it will 
be in appearance only. 


The loss will arise this way: If 


the Capper-Carlson bill is passed 
as proposed and under the old 
system you o\v'cd $500 for 1942 
taxes and you'should die the day 
alter the bill became a law, you 
would owe only on what you had 
earned in 1943. This would hold 


true for taxpayers who now owe 
1042 taxes who die in 1944, '45, 
etc. In olher words, the Treasury 
loss will continue as this lax gen- 
crallon die's. '•'•. 


According to the experts, the 


loss resulting from switching to a 
pay-as-you-go basis-will average 
5200,000,000 a year for 35 yearj. 
Proponents o£ the Capper-Carl- 
son measure contend that this 
will be more than offset by addi- 
tional revenue that will accrue 
from simplified methods of col- 
lection and avoidance of losses 
resulting from overburdening in- 
dividuals , with staggering 
tax 


bills In lean-income years.

ANOTHER objection Is admin- 
** islrativo difficulties. II a man 
has to contact his collector of in- 
ternal revenue every time he 
changes his income status, there 
Is going to be more work for col- 
lectors and their staffs.' 


A third criticism is the "wind- 


fall problem." How about those 
persons who "cleaned up' in 1942 
but are back on! the old income 
routine this year!

Then— nnd this is a most im- 


portant part of the Hull plan—the 
United States representatives in- 
sist on this provision: that both 
countries share the privilege of 
the reduced tariffs with any olher 
country not discriminating com- 
mercially against them. .This Is 
called the " most favored nation" 
policy. Before the war, Germany 
was the only country with which 
the United States refused to sign 
a reciprocal agreement. The Nazis 
insisted on "bilateral" agreements 
under which commerce between 
tho two countries would balance. 
This was their 
famous barter 


system, under which Chechoslo- 
vakia got aspirin Ublets In return 
for machine guns. 


Opposition to the packs since 


1943 has not struck particularly to 
party lines, but rather has re- 
flected sectional nnd industrial 
liitrcsts. Dairy farmers, for n 
stance, have assailed the Cana 
dian agreement because It per 
mils Canadian dairy products to 
enter the country nt lower tariffs. 
Western copper miners have writ- 
ten their Congressmen denounc- 
ing the agreement with Chile, a 
'•ig copper producer. Manganese 
producers' tagged the Brixillan 
agreement "a $2,5000,000 gift to 
the steel Industry." . 


To all critics Secretary Hull's 


steadfast reply has been that cut- 
throat, commercial
